Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Cotswold  United 
Districts  for  the  year  1963  as  required  by  the  Minister  of 
Health  under  the  regulations  5(3)  and  15(5)  of  the  Public 
Health  Officers  Regulations  1959. 

Much  of  the  report  deals  with  the  day  to  day  work  of 
the  Public  Health  Departments  and  this  appears  under  a 
separate  report  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  in  respect  of 
each  district.  The  statistics  contained  in  the  foreword  to  the 
report  relate  to  the  United  Districts  as  a whole. 

The  total  population  according  to  the  Registrar  General’s 
mid-year  estimate  has  increased,  being  63,340  compared  with 
63,070  last  year.  The  population  increased  by  190  in 
Cirencester  Rural  District,  by  140  in  North  Cotswold  Rural 
District,  and  decreased  by  40  in  Cirencester  Urban  District, 
by  10  in  Tetbury  Rural  District  and  by  10  in  Northleach 
Rural  District. 

The  comparable  birth  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population 
was  18.6  compared  with  17.7  in  1962.  There  were  1106  live 
births  compared  with  1063  last  year,  the  corresponding  still 
birth  figures  being  10  and  21.  The  still  birth  rate  per  1,000 
live  and  still  births  was  9.8  compared  with  17.2  for  England 
and  Wales.  The  percentage  of  illegitimate  live  births  was 
5.6  compared  with  5.4  the  previous  year.  The  infant  mortality 
rate  (per  1,000  live  births)  was  14.4  compared  with  19.7 
the  previous  year;  the  corresponding  figure  for  England  and 
Wales  was  21.1.  The  neo-natal  mortality  rate  (deaths  under 
four  weeks  per  1,000  live  births)  was  9.1  compared  with  15.9 
for  the  previous  year  and  with  14.2  for  England  and  Wales. 
The  peri-natal  mortality  rate  (still  births  and  deaths  under  one 
week  combined  per  1,000  live  and  still  births)  was  17.9  com- 
pared with  33.2  and  compared  with  a rate  of  29.3  for  England 
and  Wales.  No  woman  died  in  consequence  of  childbirth. 
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The  total  registered  deaths,  781,  compares  with  751  for  1962. 
The  comparable  death  rate  (per  1,000  of  the  population)  was 
11.2  compared  with  12.2  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  deaths  certified  as  being  due  to  heart  disease  were 
255  and  122  were  due  to  coronary  disease.  Cancer  caused 
115  deaths  of  which  25  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung,  21 
of  which  were  male.  There  were  17  deaths  from  cancer  of 
the  lung  in  1962.  Vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system 
caused  142  deaths. 

At  death  73.7  per  cent  had  survived  to  over  65  years  of 
age  and  51.7  per  cent  to  over  75  years  of  age.  This  shows  the 
need  for  housing  for  the  aged. 

There  were  1322  notifications  of  infectious  disease  com- 
pared with  266  for  the  previous  year.  The  increase  in 
numbers  was  due  to  the  increase  in  notifications  of  measles 
of  which  there  were  1,117.  There  were  18  notifications  of 
tuberculosis  of  which  11  were  pulmonary;  last  year  20  noti- 
fications were  received.  There  were  3 deaths  from  tuber- 
culosis during  the  year. 

One  case  of  food  poisoning  was  notified  compared  with 
5 the  previous  year. 

749  children  were  immunised  with  the  triple  vaccine, 
against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  during  the 
year,  52  were  immunised  against  diptheria  and  tetanus,  341 
children  were  protected  against  tetanus  only  and  6 were  pro- 
tected against  diphtheria  only.  Maintenance  injections  were 
given  to  751  children,  with  the  triple  vaccine  for  protection 
against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus,  628  had 
maintenance  injections  against  diphtheria  only  and  302 
children  had  maintenance  injections  against  diphtheria  and 
tetanus.  208  children  were  vaccinated  against  smallpox  and 
17  were  re- vaccinated. 

Oral  vaccine  for  protection  against  poliomyelitis  is  almost 
universally  used  now.  The  procedure  is  extremely  simple 
and  consists  of  the  swallowing  of  3 drops  of  the  vaccine 
on  a lump  of  sugar  or  in  a syrup.  The  vaccine  is  available 
for  those  up  to  the  age  of  40  years.  No  cases  of 
poliomyelitis  occurred  in  the  area  during  the  year  and  once 
again  the  total  number  of  cases  notified  in  England  and

Wales  showed  a sharp  fall.  If  a high  percenrage  in  the 
susceptible  age  group  were  immunised  I believe  the  disease 
could  be  eradicated  from  the  country. 

Progress  in  housing,  water  supplies  and  sewerage  disposal 
is  detailed  in  the  reports  under  individual  districts.  In  housing 
the  emphasis  is  on  houses  for  old  people  and  on  slum 
clearance.  By  the  use  of  Improvement  Grants  many  sub- 
standard dwellings  are  being  modernised  and  made  fit. 
Sewerage  disposal,  which  is  costly  in  scattered  rural  districts, 
is  making  progress  and  most  Councils  have  at  least  one 
scheme  in  progress  and  one  ready  to  follow. 

In  the  rural  districts  out  of  a total  of  111  parishes,  98 
have  public  mains  water  available  and  24^  parishes  have 
public  sewers  available. 

Once  again  I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
Chairmen  and  Members  of  Council  and  Committees  for  their 
support  and  encouragement  during  the  year. 

In  addition  my  thanks  are  due  to  the  Public  Health  In- 
spectors and  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Departments  for  their 
co-operation  and  help.

The  total  number  of  rain  days  at  the  Baunton  Water- 
works was  190.

ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1963 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
work  of  the  department  for  the  year  1963. 

I have  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Council  and  its  various  Committees,  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  my  colleagues  in  my  own  and  other  departments 
for  their  support  and  co-operation  during  the  year. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
Water  Supply 

The  supply  of  water  to  the  town  by  the  Cotswold  Water 
Board  has  been  entirely  satisfactory  during  the  year.  Reports 
on  six  samples  of  water  taken  from  various  taps  in  the  town 
and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  showed  all 
samples  to  be  satisfactory.  The  flouride  content  of  the  water 
is  less  than  0.1  parts  per  million. 

The  Water  Board  have  laid  -the  following  new  mains 
during  the  year. 

Cranhams  Lane  U.D.C.  Housing  Development,  580 
Lin.  Yds.  3"  & 4"  mains. 

New  Mills  U.D.C.  Housing  Development,  100  Lin.  Yds. 
4"  mains. 

Tinglesfield  Private  Housing  Development,  486  Lin.  Yds. 
3"  dia.  main. 

Whiteway  Private  Housing  Development  240  Lin.  Yds. 
3"  and  4"  dia.  main. 

As  far  as  can  be  ascertained,  there  are  only  four  stand 
pipes  in  the  town  serving  fifteen  dwellings.  They  are  all 
situated  on  sites  where  the  houses  are  unfit  for  human 
habitation  and  these  are  being  dealt  with  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Housing  Acts. 

As  a result  of  an  inspection,  it  was  found  that  four  houses 
were  without  an  adequate  supply  of  water  inside  the  house 
and  accordingly  the  owners  were  called  up)on  to  provide 
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an  internal  supply  of  water  from  the  town’s  mains.  In  all 
cases  the  owners  complied  with  the  request. 

Swimming  Baths 

The  Swimming  Baths  were  again  open  from  early  May 
until  the  end  of  September,  and  again,  despite  poor  weather, 
proved  to  be  very  popular. 

As  in  previous  years  reservations  were  made  for  school 
children  during  school  hours  up  to  the  end  of  July,  and 
special  reservations  were  made  for  students  of  the  Royal 
Agricultural  Colllege  and  personnel  of  the  South  Cemey 
Royal  Air  Force,  and  for  Police  Cadets. 

Sewerage 

During  the  year  two  extension  schemes  to  sewers  were 
completed  in  the  Stratton  area  in  addition  to  new  sewers  for 
new  development. 

Sewage  Disposal 

No  major  alterations  were  carried  out  at  the  Disposal 
Works  which  continue  to  operate  satisfactorily  and  none  of 
the  samples  of  final  effluent  taken  by  the  Thames  Conservancy 
was  unfavourably  commented  upon. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  continued  on  a 
weekly  basis  and  disposal  was  by  means  of  controlled  tipping. 

The  quantity  of  waste  paper  which  was  separated,  baled 
and  sold  amounted  to  1 14  tons,  7 cwt.,  1 qr.,  with  an  income 
of  £886  5s.  lid. 

Scrap  metal  was  sold  to  the  value  of  £90  14s.  9d. 

During  the  year  approximately  4,000  tons  of  refuse  was 
dealt  with. 

Drainage 

A main  drain  serving  five  houses  in  Cheltenham  Road 
which  had  given  a considerable  amount  of  trouble  due  to 
being  obstructed,  was  found  to  be  without  proper  means  of 
access  for  rodding  purposes.  At  the  request  of  the  Council 
two  new  manholes  were  constructed  at  suitable  points  on  the 
system. 
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Two  very  old  and  obsolete  syphons  were  removed  from 
main  drainage  systems  serving  six  properties.  The  main 
drain  to  these  properties  was  continually  creating  a nuisance 
and  was  inaccessible  for  cleaning  purposes. 

Drainage  arrangements  to  four  properties  were  found 
to  be  insufficient  and  new  drainage  was  laid  in  each  case 
and  three  sanitary  sinks  provided  in  the  houses  on  request. 

Twelve  new  connections  serving  sixteen  houses  were 
made  to  the  new  foul  sewer  in  Donside,  Bamway  and 
Gloucester  Road  and  fifteen  of  these  served  properties 
previously  drained  to  cesspools  and  one  was  to  a new 
bungalow.  This  has  resulted  in  a considerable  improvement 
in  the  area  as  a whole  and  ground  very  often  waterlogged  due 
to  overflowing  cesspools  is  now  comparatively  dry  and  free 
from  Nuisances. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

As  a result  of  a complaint  from  a land-owner  whose 
property  adjoined  the  River  Churn  it  was  found  that  the 
stream  was  being  polluted.  Investigation  showed  that  the 
pollution  appear^  to  be  coming  from  a surface  water  outlet 
into  the  stream  and  when  the  sewer  was  checked  at  a nearby 
housing  estate  the  cause  of  the  trouble  was  due  to  an 
obstructed  foul  sewer  and  sewage  was  seeping  through  the 
ground  and  gaining  access  to  the  surface  water  manhole  and 
sewer.  This  was  promptly  dealt  with  and  no  further  trouble 
was  experienced. 

Normal  cleansing  of  rivers  and  streams  was  carried  out 
during  the  year. 

Dirty  and  Verminous  Premises 

As  a result  of  complaints  three  premises  were  inspected 
and  found  to  be  flea  infested,  these  were  all  disinfected  satis- 
factorily by  the  Pests  Officer  in  the  department. 

Dangerous  and  Dilapidated  Buildings 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  during  the  very  cold  weather 
the  gable  wall  of  a house  collapsed  and  ithe  building  became 
so  dangerous  that  the  Council  rehoused  the  tenants  as  an 
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emergency  measure.  The  building  was  subsequently  pulled 
down  by  the  owners,  the  wall  of  the  adjoining  house  was 
made  good  and  the  site  was  cleared. 

An  inspection  of  one  of  the  licensed  premises  revealed 
that  the  wall  of  a disused  building  adjoining  the  bar,  and  the 
garden  wall  were  in  a dangerous  condition.  The  brewery  were 
approached  and  after  some  delay  repaired  the  walls. 

The  boundary  walls  of  two  separate  factories  adjoining 
residential  properties  were  found  to  be  dangerous  and  the 
owners  of  the  factories  were  called  upon  to  make  them  safe. 
One  of  the  owners  has  repaired  his  wall  and  at  the  other 
factory,  the  dangerous  portions  of  the  wall  have  been 
removed. 

The  division  wall  of  some  slum  clearance  property  was 
found  to  be  dangerous  and  the  owner  made  this  safe  on 
request. 

In  another  instance  the  owner  of  an  upstairs  flat  was 
called  upon  to  repair  a dangerous  brick  wall  forming  the 
balustrade  to  the  flat  entrance. 

The  owner  of  two  vacant  houses  was  called  upon  to 
remove  the  loose  and  dangerous  tiles  from  the  roof  which  had 
been  falling  on  to  the  pavement,  and  to  make  the  building 
generally  safe. 

Offensive  Trades 

Each  of  the  two  Bacon  Factories  have  Waste  Eliminating 
plants  on  their  premises  where  the  process  of  Blood  Drying 
and  Fat  extracting  is  carried  on.  Applications  for  consent  to 
carry  on  this  process  were  received  from  both  factories  and 
consents  were  granted. 

During  the  year  the  plants  have  operated  satisfactorily 
and  free  of  Nuisance. 

Pet  Animals  Act,  1951 

Two  local  companies  applied  for  and  were  granted, 
licences  to  keep  Pet  Shops  after  inspection  of  their  respective 
premises. 

Nuisances  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936 — 61 

1 12  Nuisances  under  the  Public  Health  Act  were  reported 
and  these  concerned  various  defects  to  property  both  inside 
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and  outside  and  included  leaking  roofs,  defective  chimneys, 
ceilings,  floors,  fireplaces  and  wallplaster,  defective  and 
obstructed  drainage  systems  and  leaking  water  pip^. 

There  was  one  instance  of  a food  shop  being  flooded 
from  a defective  W.C.  overflow  pipe,  one  dirty  house,  one 
nuisance  from  pigeons  and  one  complaint  which  revealed  a 
defective  drain  which  in  time  had  eroded  a gas  pipe  under  the 
house. 

A total  of  102  nuisances  were  abated  and  it  was  not 
found  necessary  to  serve  any  statutory  notices. 

Public  Health  Act,  Section  89 

As  a result  of  an  inspection  of  a licenced  club,  it  was 
found  that  the  sanitary  accommodation  was  insufficient  for 
its  members.  The  building  is  owned  by  the  Council  and  the 
matter  was  reported  to  the  appropriate  committee  of  the 
Council  which  allowed  some  financial  assistance  for  the  pro- 
vision of  an  extra  toilet.  The  actual  work  was  carried  out 
by  the  club  members. 

Clean  Air  Act,  1956 

Two  complaints  of  smoke  nuisance  were  investigated. 
One  was  from  the  chimney  of  a laundry  and  was  caused  by 
inexperienced  operation  of  the  boiler.  The  dampers  were 
adjusted  and  no  further  trouble  was  experienced. 

The  other  case  was  the  chimney  of  a dairy  which  was 
below  the  level  of  the  adjoining  building  and  smoke  was 
blown  downwards  against  the  nearby  houses  when  the  wind 
was  from  the  west.  No  nuisance  from  dark  smoke  was 
observed  but  the  proprietors  agreed  to  have  the  boiler  over- 
hauled and  the  chimney  extended  above  the  ridge  of  the  dairy 
buildings.  No  further  complaints  have  been  received  since 
the  work  was  completed. 

Rag  Flock  and  Other  Filling  Material  Act,  1951 

All  upholsterers’  premises  in  the  town  were  visited  and 
inspected  during  the  year  but  none  required  Registration 
under  the  Act. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  1960 

The  three  dairy  premises  in  the  town  were  visited  from 
time  to  time  and  found  to  be  in  order.  Only  one  dairy  now 
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handles  and  pasteurises  raw  milk  and  this  was  licenced  by  the 
Gloucestershire  County  Council. 

15  samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the  year  and 
submitted  to  the  pathologist  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
for  examination.  All  were  for  T.T.  Pasteurised  Milk  and  all 
were  satisfactory. 


Shops  Act,  1950 

119  shops  were  inspected  and  works  were  required  in 
24  of  them,  two  for  the  provision  of  extra  sanitary  accom- 
modation, one  for  the  rep^air  of  the  W.C.  one  for  the  cleaning 
of  a dirty  W.C.  and  13  for  the  provision  of  artificial  lighting  U 

in  the  W.C.  One  required  a water  supply  for  the  W.C.  and  Q 

washbasin,  three  required  washing  facilities  for  the  staff  and 
one  required  means  of  heating  for  the  staff  room.

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Licenced  Premises  & Hotels 

All  29  licenced  premises  were  inspected  during  the  year 
and  works  were  required  in  21  of  them. 

Three  of  the  hotels  required  major  works  in  the  kitchen 
departments  and  many  of  the  licensed  premises  required 
repairs  and  redecorations  to  the  walls,  floors  and  ceilings 
of  the  cellars.  In  ten  of  the  premises  the  sanitary  accommo- 
dation was  unsatisfactory  and  two  had  no  wash-hand  basins 
for  the  use  of  the  staff.  Repairs  and  redecorations  were 
required  in  five  and  the  use  of  detergent/bactericides  for 
glass  washing  in  two  premises. 

All  these  works  have  either  been  carried  out  or  are  in 
the  process  of  being  completed  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 

Three  applications  for  Registration  for  the  sale  of  ice- 
cream were  received  and  grant^. 

Six  samples  of  ice-cream  were  taken  during  the  year  and 
submitted  to  the  Pathologist  for  examination.  All  were 
found  satisfactory  and  in  Grade  1. 

Sale  of  Unsound  Food 

A butcher  was  prosecuted  for  selling  pigs  liver  which 
was  unfit  for  human  consumption  and  a fine  of  £30  0 0 was 
imposed,  plus  six  guineas  costs. 

At  another  shop  a meat  pie  was  purchased  with  a small 
area  of  mould  under  the  crust.  It  was  not  considered  enough 
to  make  the  pie  unfit  for  human  consumption  but  the  manager 
of  the  shop  was  given  a written  warning  about  the  storage 
and  sale  of  pies. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1958 

Sixteen  applications  were  received  for  the  renewal  of 
Slaughtermens  Licences  and  these  were  approved  and  issued. 

Knackers  Yard 

As  in  previous  years  one  application  to  renew  the  licence 
for  the  Knackers  Yard  attached  to  the  V.W.H.  Kennels  was 
received.  The  premises  were  inspected  and  found  to  be  satis- 
factory and  a Licence  was  issued. 
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On  the  20th  May,  1963  a message  was  received  in  the 
late  afternoon  advising  the  Department  that  a cow  having 
died  from  Anthrax  was  lying  at  the  V.W.H.  Kennels. 
Inspectors  from  the  Department  immediately  visited  the 
Knackers  Yard  and  commenced  to  trace  the  movements  of 
the  animal  prior  to  its  death  and  to  contact  all  those  persons 
who  handled  the  animal  in  any  way.  Visits  were  paid  to  the 
farm  of  origin  situated  in  the  Rural  District.  Instructions 
and  advice  were  given  to  the  people  who  handled  the  carcase 
who  were  referred  to  their  own  doctors  and  kept  under 
observation. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  and 
the  Police  Authorities  were  informed,  it  being  their  responsi- 
bility to  secure  satisfactory  disposal  of  the  carcase. 

Slaughterhouse  Act,  1958 

The  Appointed  Day  fixed  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  & Food  for  the  above  Act  to  come  fully  into 
operation  had  previously  been  fixed  as  the  1st  January,  1963. 
This  was  later  extended  to  the  1st  of  July,  1963  owing  to  the 
fact  that  one  of  the  Bacon  Factories  in  the  town  was  unable 
to  complete  the  works  required  in  time.  After  considerable 
discussion  and  a great  deal  of  patience  and  persuasion  with 
the  Management  of  the  two  Bacon  Factories  both  premises 
were  made  to  comply  with  the  Act  and  Regulations  by  ithe 
Appointed  Day.  Slaughterhouse  Licences  were  accordingly 
issued  to  both  of  the  Bacon  Factories. 

Meat  Inspection 

One  hundred  per  cent  inspection  of  all  pigs  slaughtered 
was  maintained  with  an  Inspector  present  at  each  factory 
whilst  simultaneous  slaughtering  was  in  progress.  To  carry 
out  this  work  it  was  necessary  for  the  Inspectors  to  commence 
work  at  7.30  a.m.  on  two  mornings  per  week. 

The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  1963  came  into  force 
and  became  operative  on  the  1st  October,  and  these  Regula- 
tions were  very  lengthy  and  complicated,  in  fact  requiring  a 
new  and  higher  standard  of  meat  inspection.  Each  carcase 
inspected  had  to  be  stamped  with  an  approved  mark  as  pres- 
cribed by  the  Regulations  and  Local  Authorities  were  en- 
titled to  make  a charge  for  each  carcase  inspected  on  a scale 
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laid  down  by  the  Regulations.  The  Council  decided  to  make 
a charge  of  9d.  per  carcase  from  the  1st  October,  but  agreed 
to  review  the  scale  of  charges  in  March,  1964. 

As  a result  of  the  new  Regulations,  it  was  found  im- 
possible for  one  Inspector  to  carry  out  meat  inspection  at 
one  of  the  factories  on  his  own  and  accordingly  the  work 
had  to  be  carried  out  by  two  Inspectors  working  together. 
One  Inspector  would  examine  the  carcase  whilst  the  other 
was  examining  the  offal. 

Slaughtering  at  both  Bacon  Factories  was  such  that  two 
Inspectors  were  employed  almost  full  time  on  the  first  four 
days  of  each  week  for  meat  inspection  alone,  with  an 
occasional  period  of  duty  on  a Friday.

Help  and  advice  was  given  to  many  members  of  the 
public  who  successfully  rid  their  premises  of  rodents,  but 
no  serious  reports  of  infestations  were  received  during  the 
year. 
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Due  to  the  lack  of  assistance  and  shortage  of  labour,  the 
town’s  sewers  were  not  treated. 

For  almost  two  months  the  Council  was  without  the 
services  of  a Rodent  Operative  but  a Mr.  K.  Spencer  was 
appointed  to  this  post  and  took  up  his  duties  on  the  25th 
November. 

Noise  Abatement  Act,  1960 

A number  of  complaints  were  received  from  residents 
in  an  area  with  regard  to  noise  from  a Factory  near  to  the 
centre  of  the  town.  This  matter  was  investigated  and  several 
visits  were  made  to  the  area  around  11  p.m.  at  night  when  a 
Noise  Nuisance  was  noted. 

The  Factory  was  visited  and  the  Manager  was  informed 
of  the  position  and  the  noise  complained  of  was  eventually 
traced  to  a hydraulic  press.  The  valve  on  this  machine  was 
extremely  noisy  when  the  press  was  being  operated  and  this 
was  replaced.  Further  visits  were  paid  to  the  factory  after 
the  renewal  of  the  valve  and  the  Nuisance  was  abated. 

The  Management  were  asked  to  pay  special  attention 
to  the  maintenance  of  these  machines  in  order  to  prevent 
the  recurrence  of  a Noise  Nuisance. 

Residents  in  an  area  in  close  proximity  to  a Corn  Mill 
complained  of  a noise  from  the  Mill  which  was  giving  cause 
for  much  concern  and  this  particularly  affected  aged  occupiers 
of  Alms  Houses  nearby.  This  matter  was  investigated  and 
the  General  Manager  of  the  Company  was  interviewed  when 
it  was  ascertained  that  a new  Grinding  Mill  had  been  in- 
stalled and  the  very  high-pitched  noise  from  this  was  giving 
rise  to  a Noise  Nuisance. 

Several  recordings  of  this  Noise  were  taken  with  a sound 
meter  in  positions  around  the  Mill  and  this  confirmed  that  the 
noise  emitted  from  this  Machine  constituted  a Nuisance.  The 
Manager  was  asked  to  take  immediate  steps  to  reduce  the 
noise  and  he  called  in  the  manufacturer  of  the  machine  to 
advise  on  the  matter.  A local  firm  of  builders  were  employed 
and  the  Penthouse  and  Ventilating  Chamber  at  the  top  of  the 
building  were  lined  with  acoustic  board;  a firm  of  engineers 
altered  the  main  ventilating  duct  to  discharge  in  a different 
place  and  a baffle  was  introduced  into  the  ventilation  system. 
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Several  visits  were  made  to  the  area  around  the  Mill  after 
the  work  had  been  completed  and  the  noise  emitted  from  the 
offending  machine  had  ^en  greatly  reduced  to  such  an  extent 
that  it  had  ceased  to  be  a Nuisance  under  the  Act. 

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960 

No  applications  for  Licences  were  received  during  the 

year. 

A complaint  was  made  by  the  occupier  of  a Council 
House  regarding  the  stationing  of  Caravans  on  an  adjoining 
site  at  the  rear  of  a Foundry  on  the  South  side  of  the  town. 
On  investigation  it  was  found  that  two  Caravans  were 
stationed  on  this  site  and  both  were  occupied  by  travelling 
showmen  who  were  using  the  site  for  winter  quarters.  Only 
one  occupier  gave  proof  of  being  a member  of  the  Showmans 
Guild  and  the  other  occupier  was  asked  by  the  owner  of  the 
land  to  find  another  site. 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  showmen  who  are 
members  of  the  Showman’s  Guild  are  exempt  from  the  Act 
providing  certain  conditions  are  complied  with.

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  annual  report  on  the 
work  of  my  department  during  1963. 

A great  deal  of  time  has  been  devoted  to  the  introduction 
of  a direct  labour  refuse  collection  service  to  replace  that 
formerly  operated  by  a Contractor.  It  was  also  necessary 
to  search  for  suitable  depot  premises  to  accommodate  this 
and  other  outside  services. 

The  improvement  of  Council  Houses  and  privately 
owned  cottages  continued  and  schemes  to  extend  main 
sewerage  to  other  parts  of  the  district  were  in  process  or 
preparation. 

My  thanks  are  due,  as  usual,  to  my  Staff  for  their  loyal 
and  conscientious  work  during  the  year,  to  the  Clerk  and 
officers  of  other  departments  for  their  co-operation  and  to  the 
Chairman  and  all  members  of  the  Council  for  their  confidence 
and  support.

Water  Supplies 

During  the  year  the  Cotswold  Water  Board  carried  out 
the  following  work  in  the  District. 

Main  laying  on  the  Ampneys/Barnsley  scheme  was  com- 
pleted. 

Branch  mains  were  laid  in  Fairford  to  supply  Waiten 
Hill  Cottages,  Terminus  Cottages,  and  West  End,  in  South 
Cerney  to  serve  new  housing  development  in  Broadway  Lane 
and  Clarkes  Hay  and  in  Colesbourne  to  supply  Estate 
Cottages.  In  Burford  Road,  Lechlade  an  existing  service 
was  renewed  and  the  supply  pipe  to  Shawswell  was  replaced 
by  a larger  main. 


Water  Samples 

Reports  on  samples  of  water  taken  from  the  Public 
systems  were  received  regularly  from  the  Cotswold  Water 
Board.  Of  36  samples  taken  on  distribution  and  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination  35  were  satisfactory  and  1 
showed  evidence  of  slight  contamination.  2 samples  of 
supplies  on  distribution  taken  by  R.D.C.  Inspectors  were 
both  satisfactory. 

3 samples  taken  before  treatment  were  all  satisfactory. 

Of  43  samples  taken  from  Estate  Supplies  and  sub- 
mitted for  bacteriological  examination,  26  were  satisfactory 
and  17  unsatisfactory.  Of  4 chemical  samples  3 were  satis- 
factory and  1 was  unfit. 

40  samples  for  bacteriological  examination  were  taken 
from  sources  serving  individual  properties  and  of  these  29 
were  satisfactory  and  1 1 unsatisfactory.  5 chemical  samples 
were  all  satisfactory. 

Action  was  taken  in  appropriate  cases  to  secure 
necessary  improvement.

208  new  connections  were  made  to  public  mains  and  175 
properties  in  Fairford  and  Kempsford  (Horcott)  were  trans- 
ferred from  the  Estate  System  to  the  Boards  Main. 

Sewerage 

The  transfer  of  connections  from  the  old  system  to  the 
new  sewerage  scheme  in  Fairford  completed  during  1962 
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'proceeded  steadily  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  work  had 
reached  an  advanced  stage. 

Work  commenced  on  the  scheme  to  sewer  Kempsford 
including  the  hamlets  of  Whelford  and  Dunfield. 

Cleansing  of  the  sewerage  outfalls  at  Ampney  St.  Peter, 
Barnsley,  Driffield,  Kempsford,  Poulton  and  Preston  was 
carried  out  by  Contract,  a mechanical  emptier  being  used. 

Routine  measures  have  been  taken  for  the  destruction 
of  rats  in  the  Fairford  Sewers  (old  system). 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

Refuse  collection  had  hitherto  been  carried  out  in  the 
district  by  a Contractor.  Tenders  were  invited  for  the  five 
year  period  commencing  April  1st,  1963,  none  were  received. 
The  former  Contractor,  however,  expressed  his  willingness  to 
carry  on  until  alternative  arrangements  could  be  made. 

It  was  decided  that  a direct  labour  service  should  be 
^ introduced  as  soon  as  possible  based  on  a five  day  week; 
the  Contractors  fore  and  aft  tipping  vehicle  should  be  pur- 
chased and  another  similar  new  vehicle  placed  on  order. 
0 The  collection  should  be  a kerbside  one  and  the  number  of 
^ parishes  receiving  a weekly  collection  increased.  It  would  be 
necessary  to  acquire  depot  premises  and  these  should  be 
provided  with  proper  amenities  for  the  employees  including 
showers,  drying  facilities  and  a crew  room.  It  was  also 
decided  that  financial  incentives  would  be  required  to  secure 
the  necessary  labour  force. 

A comprehensive  survey  of  the  Contractors  rounds  was 
f carried  out  and  from  the  information  obtained  the  new  rounds 
were  planned.  In  addition  to  the  parishes  of  Lechlade  and 
Fairford,  already  receiving  a weekly  collection  it  was  possible 
to  provide  Down  Ampney,  Kemble,  Kempsford,  Siddington 
and  South  Cemey  with  a similar  service. 

^ Delivery  of  the  new  vehicle,  at  the  end  of  October  enabled 

the  new  service  to  be  introduced  on  November  1st,  1963. 
In  the  interim  period  a refuse  Supervisor  was  appointed  and 
If  staff  recruited. 
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Suitable  depot  premises  were  difficult  to  find  but  by  the 
end  of  the  year  negotiations  were  well  advanced  for  the 
acquisition  of  the  Steadings,  formerly  the  veterinary  hospital 
of  the  Royal  Agricultural  College. 

Refuse  Disposal  was  again  by  controlled  tipping  at  the 
tip  near  Rhymes  Barn  Farm,  Kempsford.  Regular  rodent 
control  was  carried  out  at  the  tip. 

PEST  CONTROL 

Duties  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act, 
1949,  have  been  carried  out  throughout  the  year  by  a part- 
time  Rodent  Operator,  shared  with  the  Cirencester  Urban 
District  Council. 

80  farms  and  holdings  have  been  inspected,  808  dwelling 
houses  and  86  business  premises.  In  addition  to  Council 
Property,  treatments  have  been  carried  out  at  70  dwelling 
houses  and  9 business  premises.  Insect  pests  have  also  been 
dealt  with.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

A weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  at 
the  five  centres  of  population,  and  a fortnightly  collection  in 
all  the  other  parishes. 

Refuse  from  the  southern  parishes  is  disposed  of  at  Slade 
Quarry  in  the  Cheltenham  Rural  District,  and  from  the 
northern  parishes  at  Bbrington  Hill  following  the  completion 
of  the  Blockley  tip.

WATER  SUPPLY 

Water  is  supplied  through  the  district  by  the  Cotswold 
Water  Board.  Close  co-operation  is  being  maintained  with 
officers  of  the  Water  Board  and  arrangements  have  been  made 
whereby  copies  of  analyses  of  “ consumer  ” water  samples 
taken  by  the  Board  are  supplied  to  the  Council  for 
information. 

All  properties  within  the  village  of  Aston  Subedge  are 
now  connected  to  the  mains  of  the  Cotswold  Water  Board. 

153  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  analysis  from 
the  mains  supply,  of  which  139  were  satisfactory  and  14 
unsatisfactory. 

57  samples  were  taken  from  private  sources,  of  which 
25  were  satisfactory  and  32  unsatisfactory.  Appropriate 
action  was  taken  were  the  supplies  were  unsatisfactory. 

The  water  supply  in  this  area  is  generally  hard  and 
no  trouble  is  experienced  from  plumbo-solvent  action.

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SEWAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


A Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  Enquiry 
was  held  on  the  4th  December,  1963,  in  connection  with  a 
major  scheme  of  improvements  to  the  sewerage  system  at 
Bourton-on-the- Water.  Formal  approval  for  this  sdieme  is 
awaited,  and  in  the  meantime  the  scheme  for  Lower  Slaughter 
is  still  deferred. 

Works  in  connection  with  the  scheme  for  Bourton-on- 
the-Hill  were  commenced  during  the  year  and  will  be  com- 
pleted in  the  near  future. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  schemes  for  Ebrington,  Long- 
borough,  Broadwell  and  Evenlode,  and  Lower  Swell  will  be 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  during  the  coming  year. 

Due  to  development  and  improvements  which  have  taken 
place  over  the  years  in  the  northern  part  of  the  district  and 
Moreton-in-Marsh,  certain  of  the  Council’s  sewage  works 
are  likely  to  become  overloaded.  The  position  is  being  kept 
under  review  and  proposals  will  be  submitted  in  due  course.

The  only  swimming  bath  is  an  open-air  one  situated  at 
Broad  Campden.

(Chloros  and  daily  tests  are  carried  out  with  the  aid  of  a 
Chlorotex  outfit. 

The  children’s  paddling  pool  is  cleaned  out  weekly,  and 
the  main  pool  is  emptied  and  cleaned  out  as  necessary  — 
on  average  about  once  a month  but  more  frequently  if  the 
numbers  using  the  pool  make  this  necessary.

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  statutory  undertakers  for  this  area  are  The  Cotswold 
Water  Board,  and  they  obtain  supplies  from  springs  and 
bores  at  Bibury  and  Syreford. 

Mains  water  is  now  piped  into  every  village,  with  the 
j exception  of  Yanworth,  which  is  served  by  a private  supply. 

Samples  of  both  raw  and  treated  waters  are  regularly 
j taken  by  the  Board  to  ascertain  the  bacteriological  state  of 
[ the  water.  During  the  year  4 private  samples  were  taken, 

I and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Oxford  for  u 
f examination.  One  sample  was  unsatisfactory  but  after  d 

f remedial  works  were  carried  out  to  the  source  a satisfactory  d 

sample  was  obtained. 
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The  water  in  this  area  is  hard  and  no  plumbo  solvent 
action  is  experienced. 

The  fluoride  content  of  the  water  is  very  small  being  only 
0.1  p.p.m.

Sewage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

It  is  disappointing  to  record  that  the  scheme  under  con- 
struction at  Andoversford  is  still  not  complete,  and  is  not 
likely  to  be  until  mid  or  late  1964. 


There  is  no  doubt  that  the  provision  of  mains  water 
throughout  the  area  has  spotlighted  the  urgent  need  for  public 
sewers,  and  in  many  instances  is  preventing  the  improvement 
of  houses. 

The  scheme  at  Bibury  should  commence  in  1964,  with 
Sherborne  shortly  after,  and  other  villages  following. 

Outline  schemes  for  the  combined  villages  of  ^stleach 
and  Southrop,  and  Windrush  and  the  Barringtons  are  ex- 
pected shortly,  and  a joint  Sewerage  Scheme  with  Cirencester 
R.D.C.  for  the  villages  of  Coin  St.  Aldwyns,  Hatherop  and 
Quenington,  is  to  be  prepared. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

A fortnightly  kerbside  collection  is  in  operation  through- 
out the  area,  except  for  Northleach  which  has  a weekly 
collection.  Disposal  is  by  means  of  controlled  tips  situated 
at  Larket  Hill,  Eastleach,  Cold  Aston,  and  Brockhampton. 
Cold  Aston  tip  was  full  and  closed  at  the  latter  end  of  the 
year,  and  a replacement  was  found  at  Salperton.  Levelling 
and  sealing  is  carried  out  by  hired  equipment  which  is  ex- 
pensive, but  in  lieu  of  purchasing  a tractor  and  bucket  there 
is  no  alternative  if  controlled  tipping  is  to  be  maintained. 

Few  complaints  were  received  in  the  year,  mainly  from 
people  who  object  to  carrying  their  dustbins  out  for  collection, 
but  to  operate  a back-door  collection  would  entail  the  purchase 
of  a further  veihicle,  and  iwould  double  costs  overnight. 
Assistance  in  carrying  out  bins  is  given  to  invalids  and 
.the  aged. 

Salvage 

During  the  year  13  tons  11  cwts.  of  waste  paper  was 
collected  and  sold  for  £27  2s.  Od.  compared  with  18  tons 
16^  cwts.  collected  and  sold  for  £31  9s.  lid.  in  1962. 

Litter  Bins 

TTiese  are  placed  at  strategic  points  throughout  the  area, 
and  are  emptied  as  found  necessary.  In  spite  of  bins  being 
provided,  rubbish  is  still  left  to  desecrate  the  countryside,  and 
education  of  the  public  should  be  carried  out  at  national  level. 
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River  Pollution 

The  area  falls  within  the  Thames  Conservancy  Area  and 
close  co-operation  is  maintained  with  the  Conservation 
Officials.  No  action  was  necessary  throughout  the  year.  The 
effluent  from  Northleach  Sewage  works  continued  to  be 
satisfactory  at  its  discharge  into  the  River  Leach.

At  the  present  time  83  installations  are  licensed,  3 fewer 
than  last  year. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a minor  fire  occurred  at  a 
filling  station  whilst  a car  was  being  filled  with  petrol.  Several 
theories  were  put  forward  as  to  the  cause,  but  the  Home 
Office  who  were  contacted  said  that  it  would  be  possible 
for  a fire  to  start  by  a static  discharge  sparking  between  the 
vehicle  and  the  pump  nozzle. 

HOUSING 

8 Old  peoples  bungalows  were  completed  by  the  Council 
during  the  year,  and  plans  laid  for  the  erection  of  old  peoples’ 
accommodation,  with  a resident  warden,  at  Northleach,  where 
all  Welfare  Services  are  readily  available.  The  trend  in  the 
future  should  be  to  building  old  peoples  accommodation 
which  in  many  cases  will  release  three  bedroomed  council 
houses  for  younger  families. 

The  progress  of  the  housing  scheme  at  Andoversford, 
where  29  houses,  1 shop,  and  19  garages  are  to  be  con- 
structed, continues  but  slowly. 

The  modernisation  and  retention  of  Cotswold  cottages 
continues  at  a satisfactory  rate. 

Certificates  of  Disrepair  (Housing  Act,  1957) 

No  applications  were  received  during  the  year. 

Private  Enterprise  Housing 

19  houses  were  constructed  by  private  enterprise.  There 
is  a lack  of  available  building  land  in  Northleach,  however, 
due  mainly  to  the  stringent  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of 
Transport  where  access  is  to  the  A40  trunk  road. 

The  expedition  of  the  proposed  by-pass  would  release 
land  in  Northleach  for  private  building,  which  in  turn  would 
relieve  to  some  extent  the  Council’s  housing  list. 
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Improvement  Grants 

The  grants  available  under  these  acts  are  an  incentive 
to  many  people  to  renovate  the  picturesque  irreplacable 
cottages  of  which  your  area  abounds.  If  the  provision  of 
sewers  in  villages  could  be  expedited,  the  rate  of  cottage 
improvement  could  be  greatly  increased,  to  the  ultimate 
benefit  of  all  concerned. 

During  the  year  27  cottages  were  improved  with  the  aid 
of  grants  as  follows; — 

Discretionary  grants  14,  standard  grants  13.  Grants  ap- 
proved during  the  year  numbered  28.  (14  discretionary  and  14 
standard  grants.) 

All  agents  and  owners  are  aware  of  the  schemes  and  help 
and  advice  is  freely  given  when  asked.

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Council  Houses 

The  total  number  of  dwellings  including  flats  and 
bungalows  is  now  376.  Properties  bought  and  converted 
resulted  in  27  dwellings. 

The  work  of  conversion  of  Oak  House,  Northleach,  into 
3 flats  and  Civil  Defence  accommodation  is  preceding 
satisfactorily. 

Control  of  Development  Act,  1960 

There  are  2 sites  with  a total  of  32  caravans  situated  in 
the  Cold  Aston  area,  and  8 single  licences.  No  cause  for 
complaint  has  been  given  during  the  year. 

Public  Conveniences 

Northleach  is  the  only  village  with  a public  convenience. 
There  is  a need  for  conveniences  in  other  villages,  but  the 
absence  of  public  sewers  makes  provision  difficult  and  costly. 

As  soon  as  a public  sewer  is  available  in  Bibury  con- 
veniences should  be  provided  as  the  tourists  to  the  village 
create  a serious  local  problem. 

Garage  Requirements 

The  Council  have  only  12  garages  at  Northleach.  and  2 
at  Garricks  Head,  Andoversford. 

The  need  to  provide  garage  accommodation  is  becoming 
increasingly  urgent,  especially  in  the  large  Northleach  estate. 
Plans  are  in  hand  for  9 garages  at  Sherborne,  and  6 at 
Withington. 

Provision  should  be  made  in  the  future  building  pro- 
gramme for  at  least  one  garage  per  house,  as  in  the  present 
affluent  society  most  families  have  a car,  and  need  parking 
space. 

Factories  Act,  1937-61 

Most  factories  in  the  area  are  of  a small  nature  i.e. 
blacksmiths,  garages  etc.,  but  there  is  an  experimental  factory 
at  Brockhampton. 

There  is  a need  to  provide  some  light  industry  at  North- 
leach and  Andoversford,  to  provide  some  alternative  employ- 
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merit  in  the  area  for  the  young  people,  and  so  assist  in 
the  prevention  of  depopulation.

Water  Supply 

With  the  exception  of  Avening  and  part  of  Cherington 
the  whole  area  is  now  in  the  statutory  area  of  supply  of 
the  Bristol  Waterworks  Company.  Avening  and  Cherington 
are  in  the  area  of  the  Stroud  Water  Board. 

Of  the  13  parishes  9 have  public  water  supply  mains. 
The  remaining  4 parishes  are  supplied  as  follows: 

Westonbirt-with-Lasborough  has  a private  piped  supply 
which  is  satisfactory  in  quantity  and  quality. 

Ashley  has  a private  mains  supply  in  the  hamlet  of  Culkerton 
which  is  fairly  satisfactory  but  Ashley  itself  is  short  of  water 
and  arrangements  are  being  made  by  the  owner  of  North 
Farm  to  sink  a borehole  and  improve  the  supply. 

Ozleworth  relies  on  private  estate  supplies  which  are  fairly 
satisfactory. 

Kingscote  is  still  supplied  by  the  Kingscote  Estate  private 
piped  supply  which  is  unsatisfactory  in  quantity  and  quality. 
Bagpath  hamlet  relies  on  private  spring  supplies  which  are 
unsatisfactory.  The  Bristol  Waterworks  Company  have  now 
submitted  a scheme  for  the  extension  of  mains  from  Calcot  to 
supply  the  Kingscote  parish. 

21  samples  were  taken  from  public  and  private  supplies. 
Of  the  19  taken  from  private  supplies  9 were  unsatisfactory 
and  10  were  satisfactory.  2 samples  from  the  public  supplies 
were  satisfactory. 

Public  Swimming  Baths 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  area  but  the 
private  swimming  pool  owned  by  the  Westonbirt  School  is 
open  to  the  public  during  the  School  summer  holidays.  The 
standard  of  treatment  and  maintenance  is  very  satisfactory.

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 
Tetbury 

The  sewage  works  are  operating  satisfactorily  and 
pollution  of  the  River  Avon  has  been  remedied  except  for 
periods  of  excessive  rainfall  when  the  storm  overflows  are  in 
continuous  operation,  due  mainly  to  infiltration  and  road 
surface  water  gullies  connected  to  the  sewers. 

The  Council’s  consulting  engineers  have  carried  out  an 
extensive  survey  of  the  sewers  and  have  prepared  a scheme 
for  the  re-laying  of  defective  portions  at  a cost  of 
approximately  £10,000.  A small  scheme  has  also  been 
prepared  for  providing  surface  water  drainage  in  The  Green 
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and  Silver  Street  area  of  Tetbury  at  a cost  of  approximately 
£3,000. 

The  County  Highways  Dept,  has  agreed  to  remove  some 
road  gullies  where  a reasonable  alternative  method  of  disposal 
can  be  found. 

Avening  and  Cherington 

The  sewerage  system  and  works  serving  these  parishes 
have  been  satisfactorily  maintained  during  the  year.  The 
6"  sewer  in  Rectory  Lane,  Avening  was  completed  during 
the  year. 

Didmarton  and  Leighteiton 

Following  consultations  with  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  the  engineers  have  prepared  a com- 
bined scheme  for  the  two  parishes  with  a disposal  works  at 
Didmarton. 

Other  Parishes 

There  are  no  sewerage  systems  in  the  remaining  parishes 
except  for  a Council  housing  sewage  works  at  Shipton  Moyne 
which  is  working  fairly  satisfactorily. 

River  Pollution 

No  cases  of  river  pollution  have  arisen  during  the  year. 

Public  Conveniences 

The  Public  Conveniences  in  Tetbury  have  been  satis- 
factorily maintained  during  the  year. 

Public  Cleansing 

The  Council  carries  out  a weekly  refuse  collection 
throughout  the  area  except  for  a few  isolated  places  where 
satisfactory  arrangements  have  been  made  for  a fortnightly 
collection.  No  salvage  is  collected. 

The  refuse  tip  at  Herd  Lane,  Tetbury  was  operated 
satisfactorily  during  the  year  and  no  serious  nuisance 
occurred.  Tipping  has  reached  the  end  of  Herd  Lane  and 
some  extension  into  adjoining  land  or  an  alternative  site  will 
have  to  be  found  within  the  next  year. 
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HOUSING 
Housing  Act,  1957 

During  the  year  6 representations  under  Section  16 
of  the  Act  were  considered  by  the  Council.  Demolition  Orders 
were  made  in  respect  of  3 dwellings.  Undertakings  accepted 
in  respect  of  2 dwellings  and  1 Notice  of  intention  to  purchase 
was  served. 

2 families  were  re-housed  under  this  heading  during  the 
year. 


Common  Lodging  Houses 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  in  the  area. 


Council  Houses 

24  new  Council  houses  were  completed  during  the  year. 

Work  on  the  allotment  site  in  Tetbury  for  the  erection 
of  24  houses,  16  aged  persons’  bungalows  and  a communal 
room  with  warden’s  flat  continued  satisfactorily. 

Improvements  to  5 Council  houses  at  The  Meads, 
Lcighterton  were  completed  during  the  year. 

The  Council’s  architects  were  requested  to  prepare  a 
scheme  for  the  provision  of  approximately  75  houses  and  50 
garages  on  the  London  Road  site  of  approximately  5^  acres. 

The  purchase  of  land  at  Old  Hill,  Avening  which  would 
be  an  extension  of  the  Lawrence  Road  estate  is  under  con- 
sideration.

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Garages 

The  Council  have  erected  33  garages  and  provided 
parking  spaces  for  approximately  22  cars  on  their  Council 
house  estates.  Tenants  of  Council  houses  are  encouraged 
to  erect  garages  themselves  with  the  approval  of  the  Council. 
Permission  has  also  been  granted  to  put  down  hard  standings 
in  gardens  for  the  parking  of  vehicles.  The  erection  of  a 
further  12  garages  on  the  allotment  site,  Tetbury  commenced 
during  the  year. 

Tbe  waiting  list  for  garages  is  growing  steadily. 

House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959  — Improvement 
Grants 

Discretionary  Grants 

9 applications  in  respect  of  12  dwellings  were  approved 
and  1 1 certificates  of  completion  were  issued  during  the  year. 
The  average  grant  per  dwelling  amounted  to  £359.  To  date 
a total  of  191  dwellings  have  been  improved  with  Grant  aid. 

Standard  Grants 

14  applications  for  Standard  Grant  were  approved  and 
10  certificates  of  completion  issued  during  the  year.  To  date 
a total  of  73  Standard  Grants  have  been  approved. 

New  Buildings 

Plans  submitted  for  approval  under  the  Council’s  building 
byelaws  amounted  to  93  during  the  year,  including  46  new 
dwellings,  40  alterations  and  additions,  13  garages  and  22 
miscellaneous.  During  the  year  12  houses  were  completed 
by  private  enterprise. 

A scheme  for  the  development  of  The  Close  grounds  in 
the  centre  of  Tetbury  was  commenced  during  the  year.  The 
layout  includes  some  53  dwellings,  a County  Fire  Station  and 
a County  Library  and  Clinic. 

Caravans 

There  are  no  camping  or  caravan  sites  in  the  area  but 
5 individual  caravans  were  licensed. 

Petroleum  (Consolidation)  Act,  1928 

During  the  year  40  licences  were  issued  under  this 
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heading.  Of  these  10  were  for  filling  stations  and  30  for 
industrial  or  agricultural  purposes. 

The  appeal  by  Messrs.  R.  Street  & Sons  Ltd.  against 
the  Council’s  decision  to  refuse  a licence  for  a new  installa- 
tion on  the  existing  site  as  an  alternative  to  carrying  out  the 
additional  conditions  attached  to  the  previous  licence  was 
upheld  by  the  Home  Office.  Precise  details  of  the  works  to 
be  carried  out  were  issued  to  Messrs.  Street  and  Sons. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 

The  number  of  treatments  carried  out  during  the  year 
amounted  to  72  and  168  inspections  were  carried  out.  No 
major  infestations  were  reported  during  the  year.  The 
systematic  treatment  of  the  Council’s  sewers,  refuse  tip  etc. 
was  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Pet  Animals  Act,  1957 

One  licence  was  issued  during  die  year. 

Meat,  Milk  and  Other  Foods 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  the  area  but  3 licences 
were  issued  to  slaughtermen  in  the  area  during  the  year. 
There  are  no  manufacturers  of  ice-cream  in  the  district.
